Nearly three million dollars worth 
of building construction has been done 
in Lower Merion so far this year, the 
July building report for the township 
indicates. 

Increases of $150,266 in valuation 
and fourteen building permits were re- 
corded for last month over July, 1036. 
For the first seven months of the year 
the increase in value of new construc- 
tion over the same period last year 
was $667,418. 

To date this year, 682 permits were 
issued for construction estimated to 
cost $2,810,107, while during- the 
month of July 1037 permits were is- 
sued for work valued at $382,401.

A map showing the roads carrying 
th rough-traffic in and around Lower 
Merion Township and presenting a 
plan to provide for better routes as 
well as increased traffic has been pre- 
pared. 

Of major importance to the con- 
summation of the plan is the construc- 
tion of the proposed super-highway 
from Malvern to Philadelphia on or 
along the Pennsylvania Railroad low- 
grade right-of-way alone: Darby Creek. 
This proposal appears to be one of 
distinct feasibility and is in harmony 
with proposals of the Regional Plan- 
ning Federation and the Philadelphia 
City Planning Commission. Such a 
highway would replace the corre- 
sponding portion of Lancaster avenue 
as a link in the Lincoln highway. 

It would carry all through- traffic 
originating beyond Malvern destined 
for Philadelphia (and for the north 
and east until other proposals were 
completed) and intercept a certain 
portion of the normal suburban flow 
on Lancaster avenue. Such a diver- 
sion of traffic would allow Lancaster 
avenue, Haverford road and West 
Chester pike to better accommodate 
the ever increasing traffic demands 
made upon them. 

While no portion of this proposed 
super-highway is in Lower Merion, 
yet the problems so vitally concern 
it that the Planning Commission 
recommends that Lower Merion Town- 
ship should add all the authority it 
can muster in support of this pro- 
posal.
